Pilots’ baseball is warming up

First year LSUS head baseball coach 
Rocke Musgraves is ready to lead the 
Pilots into battle as the 2000 baseball sea¬ 
son nears. 

The Pilots will travel to Natchitoches 
on Wednesday, February 2, to face Divi¬ 
sion I opponent Northwestern State in 
what will be an early test for a rebuilt 
LSUS squad. Musgraves will be counting 
on senior infielder Nathan Teater (hit .354 
in 1999 and led the Pilots in homeruns (7) 
and RBI (51)) and senior outfielder Daniel 
Hermes (batted .423, had an on-base % of 

.512, and 
swiped 37 
bases in 38 
tries) to lead 
an otherwise 
inexperienced 
Pilot team. 

The pitch¬ 
ing staff is 



expected to be anchored by the left arm of 
6’3” senior Jason Penry and senior right¬ 
hander Josh Constant who made 19 
appearances in 1999 for the pilots, log¬ 
ging 74.2 innings while posting a 4-5 
record and a 5.81 ERA. 

The rest of the pitching is a question 
mark with several pitchers competing for 
the remaining spots. Brought in to tutor 
the young Pilot pitchers is former Shreve¬ 
port Captain Andy Heckman. Hired in 
October, Heckman believes he can instill 
his philosophy of throwing strikes and let¬ 
ting the defense work behind you into his 
pitching staff. 

Musgraves likes the team chemistry 
and work ethic and expects his squad to 
improve as the season progresses. The 
Pilots will also be in action at home on 
Saturday, February 5, and Sunday, Febru¬ 
ary 6, as they will host Freed-Hardeman. 
The Saturday double-header and the Sun¬ 
day nine-inning contest will all begin at 
noon.

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No more summer 
commencements

At the faculty senate meeting on 
Monday, January 31, 2000, Stuart 
Mills, vice chancellor in 
charge of academic affairs, 
clarified that the summer 
school schedule would 
remain the same. The only 
change is that there wiU no 
longer be a commencement. \ 

As last semester drew to 
a close, the issue of summer- 
schedule changes seemed as stormy 
as last week’s weather. 

Tins week that storm has subsided 
as the administration decided to 
return to the old summer-schedule 
without commencement for the sum¬ 
mers of 2000 and 2001. 

In the December 2, 1999 issue of 
The Almagest, Stuart Mills slated that 


the new schedule was proposed to 
move the start of the fall 2000 semes¬ 
ter from Aug. 23 to Aug. 16,2000 in 
order to make LSUS’s calender simi¬ 
lar to LSU’s and A&M’s. 

As a result of student outcry, 
the administration has balanced 
its responsibilities to the stu¬ 
dents and the LSU system by 
implementing a third schedule 
option: the old summer-schedule 
format minus commencement. 

This will bring LSUS into 
compliance with the LSU system 
common calender. 

Since only a small number of stu¬ 
dents graduate during the summer and 
those that do will still get their diplo¬ 
mas without a ceremony, this third 
option appears to be an adequate 
compromise between the student 
body consensus and LSU system 
administrative requirements.

In an interview last 
week, Gloria W. 

Raines, vice chancellor 
for student affairs, said 
early figures indicate 
that there are no sub¬ 
stantial changes in the 
amount of students 
enrolling at LSUS for the 
spring 2000 semester. 
Overall, enrollment has not 
made any major changes 
for the last 15 years. Last 


fall’s enrollment was at 
about 4,200 students. 

While the official 
breakdown of student 
enrollment will not be 
released until the four¬ 
teenth day of class, an 
early summary for January 
24th shows enroll¬ 
ment to be at 
4,162 students: 
1,005 Freshmen, 
594 Sophomores, 
725 Juniors, and 
966 Seniors. The 
Raines number of gradu¬ 
ate students is at 746. 

There has been no sig¬ 
nificant change in the 
enrollment numbers for the 
different colleges within 
the university either. There 



are: 984 students in the 
College of Business, 1,192 
in Education, 937 in Liber¬ 
al Arts, and 1,049 in Sci¬ 
ence. It has been typical in 
the recent past for each 
college’s numbers to have 
an average close to 1,000. 

When commenting on 
the lack of enrollment 
increases for the last few 
semesters, Raines noted the 
declining numbers of high 
school students in Northern 
Louisiana. Raines also 
attributes LSUS’s relatively 
small scholarship and 
recruitment budgets as 
another reason for the lack 
of a notable increase. 

“Both Caddo and Bossier 
Parishes have a declining 


number of high school stu¬ 
dents,” Raines said. “And 
we’re just not competing 
with other area colleges.” 

Sabrina Hunt, an Eng¬ 
lish major in her sopho¬ 
more year, agrees that 
more recruitment at area 
high schools might be 
needed to improve enroll¬ 
ment. “When I was at 
Caddo Magnet, 1 don’t 
remember LSUS sending 
any representatives to 
speak to us,” Hunt said. 
“The school needs to offer 
a wider variety of majors 
in fields that interest differ¬ 
ent kinds of students," 

Hunt said. “I was original¬ 
ly looking for a creative 
writing program when I 


left high school.” 

While it is too early for 
an official breakdown of 
the racial and gender aver¬ 
ages for this semester, 
Raines speculates a contin¬ 
ual upswing in the number 
of minorities attending 
LSUS. “There has been an 
increase in minority stu¬ 
dents. We’re have about 
20% minority enrollment,” 
Raines said. The official 
numbers concerning regis¬ 
tration are released later in 
the semester in order to 
correctly record the stu¬ 
dents who registered past 
the official dates.

According to 
Dr. Douglas C, 

McDonald in the 
Cost of Correc¬ 
tion: In Search of 
the Bottom Line 
published by the 
National Institute 
of Corrections 
through the U. S. 

Department of Jus¬ 
tice, “ The cost of 
running correction¬ 
al institutions has 
grown 240%. Ris¬ 
ing faster than the 
gross national 
product, spending 
for corrections will 
have to be fueled 
by raising tax rev¬ 
enues or by spend¬ 
ing less for govern¬ 
ment programs .” 

If present incarceration rates 
hold, 1 out of 20 Americans, 1 out 
of 11 men, and 1 out of 4 black 
men in this country will spend 
some part of their lives in prison. 

1 out of 20 Americans is a 
staggering statistic that could leave 
the impression that our country 
might be headed downhill through 
the hands of it’s criminal minded 
inhabitants. But the truth of the 
matter is a good 60% of all people 
incarcerated are now non-violent, 
mostly first time drug offenders. 

Milton Friedman , the econo¬ 
mist and Nobel Prize winner, com¬ 
mented on the United States, 

“War on Drugs” at a conference at 
the Hoover Institute at Stanford 
University saying, “Can any poli¬ 
cy, however high-minded, be 
moral if it leads to widespread cor¬ 
ruption, imprisons so many, has so 
racist an effect that it destroys our 
inner-cities, wreaks havoc on mis¬ 
guided and vulnerable individuals 
and brings death and destruction to 
foreign countries?” 

So, what are we to do about an 
industry that has a $400 billion a 
year turnover, close to 8 % of total 
international trade and produces

some $5 billion dollars worth of 
money floating throughout the 
international monetary system.
